TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 
To The Board of Selectmen, Citizens and Taxpayers of Rangeley: 


It is my pleasure to present the Annual Report for Rangeley’s 1983 
operating year. As is typical of past years, there has been progress in many 
areas. We have also had to deal with several complex, costly and often 
unanticipated issues. In resolving these issues, decisions have been made and 
efforts put in motion which will have an effect on our efforts in the future. 


During the year past, the grant, approved at the 1982 Town Meeting, was 
completed with the construction of a tennis court and basketball court in the 
Oquossoc Park. Plans for 1984 include the refurbishing and erecting of 
playground equipment and putting in fencing around the perimeter. You will 
also note in the warrant, that the town is being asked to accept a gift of land 
from Mr. Wolf Kramer. This land, which borders on the Oquossoc Park, will 
allow for future expansion of park activities if the town votes to accept it. Also 
in Oquossoc, the completion of decking on the fish screen, and the installation 
of a boat ramp donated by the state have improved the recreational use of that 
area for residents and visitors alike. 


The grant for installation of lighting at the airport, also approved at the 
1982 Town Meeting, was finalized in 1983, and it is anticipated that 
construction will be completed in 1984.

During 1983, we were faced with unanticipated costs in correcting some 
serious breakdowns at the wastewater treatment plant, as well as in 
intervening in the Public Utility Commission hearings on the Rangeley Water 
Company. The breakdown in the filtering equipment at the treatment plant, 
while somewhat costly, resulted in an increased knowledge of its workings, 
and in some modifications which should make maintenance and operation 
less expensive in the future. 


In responding to citizen complaints about the Rangeley Water Company, 
the Public Utilities Commission held a series of hearings in Rangeley. The 
Selectmen chose to intervene in those hearings, and the result was a close 
examination of many areas where disagreements exist. The PUC decision 
reflects a compromise in that rates were increased, but by less than requested, 
and a program of hydrant replacement was initiated which will insure fire 
protection service to Rangeley residents. 


1984 will be the first year under the recently completed revaluation. Its 
effects on individual tax bills will depend on a variety of factors, the most 
important of which is your participation in Town Meeting process. In the final 
analysis, however, the result of the program will be increased equity in 
taxation. 


As aclosing note, it has been my privilege to work as your Town Manager 
for the last two years. John Kidder, a member of the Board of Selectmen when 
I arrived, is stepping down this year, and I would like to express my 
appreciation for the support and assistance he has given. His knowledge of the 
area and perspective on the issues has been valued. To the rest of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Committees, Boards and Commission, which serve the Town, 
and to the other employees of the Town, I would also like to say thank you.

REPORT OF THE WINTER PATROL 


From November 15, 1983 to February 4, 1984 I have completed eleven 
weeks of patrol service. Five complete checks of each camp have been made at 
this time. This averages to approximately 140 miles per week for a total of 
1,540 miles being covered during this period of time. Approximately 825 
camps were inspected every 10 working days. No breaks have been discovered 
or reported so far. Notices have been sent to camp owners and caretakers 
notifying them of doors ajar and unlocked windows. Notices have also been 
sent out concerning snow build-up on roofs. My thanks go out to the town 
police and the citizens of Rangeley for their great courtesy and cooperation.

AMBULANCE REPORT 


The Rangeley Region Ambulance Corps (RRAC) had another busy year 
with over 100 calls. Each year the demand on the corps increases. This points 
out the necessity for continued efforts to maintain the corps skills. 


In the past year, five of last year’s new members completed the 100 hour 
Emergency Medical Technician course. These members traveled either to 
Farmington or Rumford twice a week for over four months to take this 
training. Also this year another new member took the first aid course offered 
through the Rangeley High School. All of the corps’ eleven members are 
licensed at the EMT or Ambulance Attendent level. In addition two of our 
members are advanced EMTs. Most members of the corps are also licensed to 
maintain IV’s. During the year other members attended out of the area 
training in advanced winter rescue techniques and safe emergency driving. 
Beside the monthly training session there have been several special training 
events put on by members of the corps that have enhanced the level of the 
corps’ readiness to respond. 


I feel that all of this training reflects the level of committment that the 
corps members have made to providing Rangeley with superior emergency 
medical service. 


The RRAC sponsored two courses for the public. A Basic Life Support 
course was taught last summer where more than 20 local residents were 
certified in CPR. This fall an Advanced First Aid course was offered at the 
Rangeley high school which was also well attended. 


1983 saw an increase in revenues because of a concentrated effort to 
collect overdue bills. The corps should not have that kind of problem again 
with the institution of a new billing procedure. My thanks to Rachel Lee and 
Kathey Johnson for all the work they put into developing a new collection 
system. 


This year there are several articles in the town warrant. The RRAC 
received a federal grant of $2,500 to match the money raised last year for 
upgrading communications. The article will enable the corps to accept this 
grant. 


The other articles pertain to the purchase of a new ambulance. The corps 
has spent a considerable amount of time studying this question and has come 
to the conclusion that the corps needs a new ambulance. The rationale for this 
decision is as follows. First, the Cadillac that is now being used as a backup 
needs to be retired. It is no longer adequate even as a backup unit. 
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Second, the corps’ primary ambulance, the Dodge (a short wheel base 
type III), is eight years old and has the equivalent of 70,000 miles on it. This 
ambulance has had some mechanical problems that have been resistant to 
repair. Even if the town of Rangeley wanted to get along with only one 
ambulance the corps feels that the Dodge will be unable to fill that roll for 
long. 


Third, the advances in emergency medical services are such that more 
things can be done in the field that previously could only be done ina hospital, 
but more sophisticated equipment is needed. The Dodge does not have the 
space to store and use this equipment. Since Rangeley is so far from a hospital 
the RRAC should be prepared to provide advanced services, not just 
transportation. The corps has the personnel to do this but the design of the 
Dodge limits the corps’ ability to deliver such services. 


Ambulances come in three basic types and several sizes. The corps feels 
that Rangeley needs a long wheel base type III ambulance. The type III has 
dual rear wheels for better stability and safety and also allows for movement 
between the drivers compartment and the rear. The longer wheel base is 
needed because it gives a much smoother and safer ride. This is especially 
important because of the distance we have to go and the type of roads we 
travel. The smoother ride is also important for the comfort of the patient as 
well as for the crew. This type of ambulance has considerably more room for 
both the crew to work and for the storage of equipment. The design is also 
capable of transporting more than one patient at a time, not an uncommon 
situation in Rangeley. 


Once the RRAC had decided on a long wheel base type III ambulance, 
used vehicles were investigated. Because of the recent advances in ambulance 
design and construction it was found that there are no adequate used type III 
ambulances available. The features we think are important (center mounted 
cot, overhead oxygen ports, CPR seat, inside/ outside accessible storage areas 
and improved, safer construction) are just not available in an older model. 


A new type III ambulance costs between $40,000 and $50,000, or more. 
We feel that we would need to spend about $44,000 for the ambulance that 
would meet all of the corps needs. The corps believes that it can raise this 
amount over a three year period. If the town approves the new ambulance 
purchase the RRAC will use the money it raises to reimburse the town. I 
personally believe that the corps will be able to raise the full purchase price 
and hope that the town will approve this article at town meeting.

Gentlemen: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds of the 
Town of Rangeley for the year ended December 31, 1983, listed in the fore- 
going table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of the account- 
ing records and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforementioned table 
of contents present fairly the financial position of the Town of Rangeley at 
December 31, 1983, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but is presented per statutory 
requirements and as additional analytical data. The information has been 
subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the examination 
of the financial statements mentioned above, and, in our opinion, is fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements taken 
as a whole. 


In connection with our examination we also performed tests of compliance 
with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as required by the Audit Guide and 
Standards for Revenue Sharing Recipients issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, 
U. S. Department of the Treasury. 


Based on these procedures, we noted no instance of noncompliance with the 
regulations.

le Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Rangeley conform to generally accepted 
accounting principles as applicable to governmental units.

Basis of Presentation 

The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, 
revenues and expenditures. The various funds are grouped by type in the 
financial statements. 


Governmental Funds 

General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the Town. 
All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not allocated by law 
or contractual agreement to another fund are accounted for in this fund. 
From the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the fixed 
charges and the capital improvement costs that are not paid through other 
funds. 


Special Revenue Fund - Special revenue sharing funds are used to account 
for revenues derived from specific taxes or other earmarked revenue sources, 
including federal revenue sharing funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 
Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held in Trust by 


the Town for others. 


Account Group 
General Long Term Debt - This account group is established to account for 


the long term debt that is backed by the Town's full faith and credit. 


Basis of Accounting 
The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the General, Special 


Revenue and Debt Service Funds. The modified accrual basis of accounting is 
defined as the basis of accounting under which expenditures are recorded as 
incurred and revenues are recorded when received in cash except for material 
and/or available revenues which are accrued to reflect properly the taxes 
levied and the revenues earned. 


General Fixed Assets 

The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. Expenditures 
for property and equipment are charged against departmental operations whenever 
such items are purchased. 


Property Tax 


The Town's property tax for the current year was levied May 16, 1983 on the 
assessed value listed as of April 1, 1983 for all real and personal property 
located in the Town. Taxes were due on September 30th, with interest at 1.25 
percent per month or part thereof unpaid November 1, 1983, retroactive to 
September 30, 1983.

Long Term Debt 
The statutes of the State of Maine limits the Town debt outstanding at any 


time to 15% of ite last full State valuation. At December 31, 1983, the 
Town's direct debt totaled $1, 608,679.66. 


Pension Plan 
Eligible Town Employees are covered under either the Maine State Retirement 
System or Social Security. 


Employees participating in the Maine State Retirement System are eligible for 
normal retirement upon attaining the age of sixty and early retirement after 
completing twenty-five or more years of creditable service. As of December 31, 
1983, we were advised that there was no unfunded accrued liability. 


General Fund Budget 
The Town operated on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. All revenues 


are not estimated, but are credited to the particular operating account. Certain 
revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote of the Townspeople at the 
annual town meeting or at special town meeting. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the townspeople vote on 
various articles, on which, amounts for appropriations have been recommended 
by the Board of Selectmen and/or the Budget Committee. 


Appropriated Fund Balance 
Historically the Townspeople vote to carry certain departmental unexpended 


balances and/or overdrafts forward to the following year for expenditure. 
This is usually in lieu of additional appropriations in any particular account. 


Capital Improvement Funds 

Capital improvement funds for various purposes have been established in the 
past by statutory provisions or by a vote of the Townspeople. These funds 
were invested in savings accounts at the year end. 


Litigation 
We have been advised by the Town Manager that presently there are no lawsuits 


pending against the Town. 


General 

Transfers from the general fund balance to reduce the 1983 tax commitment and 
for various departmental operations as well as federal revenue sharing funds 
for various operating accounts were authorized by the voters at the annual and 
special town meetings. State revenue sharing, business inventory tax and tree 
growth tax were applied to reduce the 1983 tax levy.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER --- 1983 
Several issues of interest came to my attention during 1983. 


Infectious and Reportable Diseases: Outbreaks of varicella 
(chickenpox), pediculosis capitis (head lice), streptococcal pharyngitis, and 
tinea corporis (ringworm), occurred; particularly in school-aged children 
early in the year. No unexpected or severe complications occurred, and 
control was achieved largely by isolation. 


Waterborne. Diseases: A few questions regarding parasitic and bacterial 
waterborne diseases were investigated. Two cases of Giardia lamblia infection 
were noted, but no hazards of sanitation were uncovered. 
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Public Nuisances: None were reported or investigated. 


Immunization Programs: Efforts to immunize the adult population at 
risk for influenza continued this year with the immunization program 
organized by the Rangeley Health Council. Turnout was rather limited at the 
October program, perhaps reflecting the impact of reduced funding available 
for serum and supplies; a donation was’ requested to help defray the costs of 
these expenses. We may see the impact of this later in the flu season with 
higher incidence and more severe complications of influenza among 
Rangeley’s elderly and infirm.

A generous donation by an Oquossoc businessman 
coupled with a matching grant from the State will provide enough funds to 
completely fence in the area. 


The boat launching ramp was installed by the Fish Screen and was well 
used during the season. It is hoped that a float will be provided this Spring. 


LAKESIDE PARK IN RANGELEY: The storm damaged picnic 
shelter was rebuilt with park personnel. The basketball court was lined and 
backboards rebuilt with funds from the special article in the 1983 warrant. 
Electric power was brought into the new maintenance building and to a 
service panel adjacent to the basketball court. This project was funded largely 
through a donation from the Blueberry Festival Committee and the Snodeo 
and Wild Mountain Time Committees. We Thank Them. 


An excellent recreation program was initiated for all age groups, 
supervised by Jody Philbrick, under a job study program from the University 
of Maine at Farmington. I personally hope this program will expand and 
continue to supply constructive recreational activities for all. We Thank 
Barbara Baysinger, Donna Morton, Karon Noyes, the Misses Alterio and 
Shorey along with Tom Danforth, Jeff Bollette and our super water safety 
director Lila Hopson. 


The park maintenance supervisor this year was Charlie Steward assisted 
by Melissa Haines and Howie Ross. These people too performed an excellent 
"job.

Again this year, we have presented very thorough statistical and financial 
reports on the following pages which provide each resident an opportunity to 
review Chamber progress and activities. Your Chamber of Commerce has 
passed some important milestones this year. Our membership has exceeded 
the 100 mark (104).

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Much has been said about the report “A Nation At Risk.” Many of the 
recommendations of the report are being met by the Rangeley School 
Department. Testing has proven that Rangeley students rank well compared 
to national norms. The school will strive to improve its academic standings. 


Next year it is planned to have a half time kindergarten teacher. This will 
enable each elementary teacher to have a single grade. It is also planned to 
have a building principal who will be the educational leader for day to day 
activities and who will teach part time. By this addition it is hoped to increase 
the basic requirements for graduation in science, social studies, and math. 


The average operating cost for 1982-83 for Rangeley (K-12) was 
$1,660.59 as compared to the state average of $1,820.80. The amount we were 
able to charge for tuition for secondary pupils was $1,831.21. This is $241.29 
below the state average tuition of $2,072.50. 


This year a new school bus has been purchased. State reimbursement will 
be made on the principal and interest in the fiscal year following the one in 
which the note payment is made. This year we made a payment of $6,428.00. 
The balance was financed over a three year period. 


The proposed budget includes paving for the driveway and purchase of a 
tractor, in addition to regular operating costs. 


The balance forward is an estimate if nothing goes wrong and the winter 
continues mild. 


I wish to thank the School Committee for their hard work and dedication 
to the education of the Rangeley students. I wish to extend an invitation for 
any citizen to come to the school to discuss any aspects of Rangeley Lakes 
Regional School. We have a lot to be proud of.
